MICA TRUST. 

Syndicate Organized to Handle All 
the Mines in Oxford 
County. 

What Is said to be practically all 
the mica supply of the world, has 
been bonded and leased iff this coun¬ 
ty, and will be operated by a syndi¬ 
cate. The leases, which were signed j 
Mar. 9, cover the right to mine mi¬ 
ca in about 15,000 acres in Ru to ford, 
Franklin, Milton, Greenwood, Al¬ 
bany, Betbel, Stoneham, and ad¬ 
joining towns. This covers, as far 
as is known, about, all the places 
in the county where this valuable 
; mineral can be mined with profit. 

The only other places where mi¬ 
ca is mined, are at Grafton county, 
N« H., and in North Carolina. In 
both of these localities the supply 
is said to have become practically 
exhausted. In this county, the 
veins of mica have been little work¬ 
ed and are claimed to hold enough 
to supply the world for many 
years. 

The rock in which it is found in 
this county, is said by geologists, 
to be the oldest of all, and It does 
not crop out upon the surface in 
any part of the county. The mica 
"is found in layers in this rock, in 
some places there are tons in one 
mass. Its value depends largely 
upon size, small pieces being worth 
only a .few cents a pound, while 
those 8 inches square are worth 
$25. It is used for the transparent 
front of stoves, lamp chimneys and 
in many sons of electrical supplies. 

W. Scott Robinson, who is wide¬ 
ly known as the manager of the 
Keeley cures in Portland and oth¬ 
er places, is the promoter of this 
extensive deal.

WHITE MOUNTAIN CHORUS. 

The Work Prof. Wight Is Doing 
in New Hampshire. 

Prof. W. S. Wight spent Sunday 
with his family in Bethel. Three 
months ago, Prof. Chapman en¬ 
gaged Mr. Wight to go into Hew 
Hampshire and see what could be 
done in the way of organizing a 
chorus, after the plan of the great 
Maine Festival Chorus. As a re¬ 
sult, a chorus has been organized 
in Gorham, Berlin, Lancaster, 
Whitefield, Lisbon, Ho. Stratford, 
Stewartstown and Canaan; these 
being representative of Hew 
Hampshire, Vermont and Canada. 

When Prof. Chapman visited 
these several choruses, last week, 
he found five hundred voices being 
trained under the personal direc¬ 
tion of Prof. Wight. A Musical 
Festival is to be held in Lancaster, 
the middle of August. The busi¬ 
ness men of Lancaster, held a 
meeting iast Thursday, and $1000 
was raised at once, with the prom¬ 
ise of an additional $2000. Mr. 
Whipp gave the lease of land for 
ten years, upon which to build a 
suitable auditorium. Mr. Fisk, 
one of the proprietors of the Wanm- 
beck, has donated $250, with the 
promise of more when needed, and 
the assurance that Jefferson can 
furnish one- thousand patrons to 
the Festival. It has been wisely 
planned for this Festival to be 
held in August, when the moun¬ 
tain homes will be filled with sum¬ 
mer tourists. The business men 
of Lancaster are very enthusiastic, 
and have entered heartily into the 
plan. 

The White Mountain Musical 
Festival will do for Hew Hamp¬ 
shire, what the Maine Festival is 
doing for our own State; it will 
prove an educator,—not only in 
training voices, bringing out latent 
talent, but in familiarizing the 
young with the best music. Its 
influence is already seen ; in the 
place of the catchy street songs, 
our young people are humming 
snatches from the best classical 
music, and are becoming acquaint¬ 
ed with the great masters. 

Prof. Wight is eminently fitted 
for the work he has undertaken. 
For years he was associated with 
Prof. Harrington, and has also 
worked in our own and other states. 
In a period of thirteen years, he 
has led three hundred conventions. 

Prof. Chapman expresses him¬ 
self as surprised and well satisfied 
with the work Prof. Wight has ac¬ 
complished in so short a time. 

The Maine Festival Chorus will 
extend greetings to her sister, the 
White Mountain Festival Chorus 
and hail her not in any sense a ri¬ 
val, but a sister, working for the 
self same object, the raising of the 
standard of music, and may the 
day soon come, when every Hew 
England town may boast of its 
chorus, organized upon this same 

plan. C.

A CJer* yruon’s Criticism. 

Rev: C A. Crane of Colorado Springs 
made some very interesting statements 
in a lecture at Tremont temple, Bos¬ 
ton, about the workings, of woman suf¬ 
frage laws in Colorado, which he claims 
are a complete failure along the lines 
where they were expected to: be of use. 
He says, taking one city as an example: 

“Colorado Springs is the best possible 
field in which the merits of woman suf¬ 
frage may he displayed. It is a city of 
about 20,000 inhabitants. It; is a center 
of wealth and social culture. It has the 
best code of municipal laws for the ad¬ 
vancement of the very reform so dear 
to the heart of the woman suffragist. 
With the possible exception of Hart¬ 
ford, Conn., it is the wealthiest city in 
the country in proportion to population. 
There is a provision in deeds to real es¬ 
tate prohibiting the sale of intoxicants. 
This has been by the United States su¬ 
preme court pronounced good law. The 
school system, both in plan and efficien¬ 
cy, would honor any town in Massachu¬ 
setts. Woman is everywhere in the as¬ 
cendancy. Seventeen literary clubs are 
composed entirely of women. The 
churches are dominated by them. They 
are also in politics. Despite all these 
advantages, enjoyed by the supporters 
of woman suffrage, it is a fact easily 
substantiated that this select city has a 
lower moral tone than any other of its 
size or larger in, the state, not excepting 
mining towns. 

“With, just and generous laws to as¬ 
sist them in curing this evil, the woman 
suffragists do nothing to check it. From 
three years’ experience there as pastor 
of the largest church in the city I am 
able to say that, despite good laws and 
unrestricted woman suffrage, rum rules 
the place,, and woe be to him who de¬ 
fies or vigorously opposes its suprem-

To Mother* of Bal>yl»h Boy*. 

No woman admires a babyish man, 
yet one frequently sees a mother train¬ 
ing a babyish hoy. He comes in pout¬ 
ing and crying because some one treats 
him unfairly, or the fellows won’t let 
him play, or ho has met with a fall, 
and. every one is to blame but himself. 
His mother coddles and pets him; criti¬ 
cises the other hoys; gives him a piece 
of cake and keeps him with her. 

The hoys don’t like to play with him. 
They call him mother's darling and 
baby boy, and they get rid of him in 
everyway as soon as possible. He is 
peevish, selfish and overhearing at 
home, hut that is interpreted as a se¬ 
quence of his playmates spoiling him. 

This kind of boy grows up and takes 
his fretful, fault finding, unlovable dis¬ 
position with him. He has no luck in 
the world. His mother only is patient 
with him, hut even she cannot be proud 
of nor lean, lovingly on such a son. 

How much better would it be for a 
mother kindly to show her little son his 
fault. And in so doing she need not 
lose sympathy for any real hurt or 
childish sorrow. 

As a rule mothers consider their own 
offspring entirely superior to other 
children. They listen to a one sided 
tale and harshly judge the other side, 
and in consequence neighbors fall out 
and children are encouraged, to disagree 
—a twofold injury. 

“The hoy didn’t mean to hurt you, 
Johnnie," was a wise woman’s reply to 
her complaining son. “I have seen you 
throtv the hall in the same way, and 
very, likely you do other naughty things; 
so you. really have no right to get mad.

Hook After the Bulb* Til the Cellar. 

“Go down to the cellar and look over 
the bulbs and roots that were carefully 
stowed away there in the fall,"is a 
suggestion for winter from Gardening. 
“Gannas, dahlias, gladioluses, etc;, may 
be safe enough so far as temperature is 
concerned, bnt it is wise to be on the 
lookout for decay among these and oth¬ 
er roots. Dahlias are especially snbjeot 
to rotting, and this is an infectious dis¬ 
ease which spreads rapidly among the 
tubers,/ Then the gladiolus corms need 
oleaning and sorting, and tuberous be¬ 
gonias also should be turned over and 
arranged by size. Gannas need particu¬ 
lar attention, bnt in their case it is a 
liability to shriveling from lack of mois¬ 
ture which constitutes the chief dan¬ 
ger." _

WINTER PROTECTION. 

govr to Insure Shrubs A grain st Cold 
and Weight of Snow. 

It may seem a very simple matter to 
*<do up” a Ehrub so that it will be prop¬ 
erly protected from the cold of winter. 
According to a Country Gentleman cor¬ 
respondent, however, winter protection 
is a matter that reqnires considerable 
skill. Gold is one of the things to be 
guarded against, the weight of snow iB 
winter must be foreseen and care exer¬ 
cised lest the shrub be greatly injured 
in the wrapping process by the break¬ 
ing cf many brittle branches. Therefore 
he proposes the following plan: 

The cut given herewith shows the 
proper way to begin. Select a smooth, 
strong stake, longer than the height of 
the shrub, and drive it well down in

the center of the bush. Now draw the 
branches all carefully together and tie 
them to the stake with a soft bit of 
cord, as shown. 

A layer straw can now be wrapped 
about the shrub, bringing the bottom of 
the straw well out upon the ground, to 
protect the roots as much r.s possible. 
The whole can now be covered with 
burlap and tied or sewed tightly. The 
top is then a point, on which snow oan- 
not lodge, while the stake supports the 
bush when the winds blow. In this way 
there is little danger of breaking any of 
the branches, either in covering or un¬ 
covering the shrubs, while.'greater pro¬ 
tection is secured by bringing the limbs 
close together. 

Late Clvrysantltenmm* Made to Bloom. 

An ingenious plan for bringing into 
bloom obstinate bads of handsome late 
show varieties which mistaken ama¬ 
teurs have planted in the open ground 
has been detailed by a Pennsylvania 
correspondent in Vick’s Magazine: The 
chrysanthemums were planted along a 
tall, tight board fence, and along in 
front of the plants, about six feet from 
the fence, lay a long, heavy sill. As 
soon as heavy frosts and freezes began 
to hang in the air, sashes were laid 
from the sill to the top of the fence, 
and, later, the endE were boarded up, 
with a very narrow door, the width of. 
one plank only in each end. This gave 
space beside the fence for two or three 
rows of the choicer chrysanthemums 
and a shelf along the fence held a row 
of potted ones. The taller varieties were 
planted in the back row, so that the 
effect from the front was very pretty 
indeed, showing a mass of flowers close 
to the glass. The flowers opened nicely 
here in spite of frost and cold. The 
problem of watering was solved by 
propping up the sashes on bright days 
and ventilation could be managed either 
in-this same way, or, in rainy weather, 
by opening one of the doors.' The sashes 
are stored away in summer while the 
plants are growing. In winter, after the 
chrysanthemum tops are dead, the spaoe 
is filled with violets, with pots of car¬ 
nations and tea roses on the shelf, the 
latter not for bloom, but for storage 
after they have bloomed their strength 
away in the house. I am inolined to 
think that in such a structure, here in 
our climate, carnations and tea roses 
would bloom very well all winter, and 
it would be an ideal plaoe for blooming 
hyacinths, eto. 

Trimming: Shrub* and Vines. 

Spirseas, lilacs, althseas and honey¬ 
suckles may be trimmed during the win¬ 
ter or early in spring, bufc'the branohes 
should only be reduced enough to keep 
them.in good shape. The old growth 
should be occasionally thinned out and 
the suckers and root sprouts removed 
when they appear. 

Overwaterlnar Cause* Begonia Rust. 

Overwatering is a" prolific source of 
rust in begonias, and this disease soon 
destroys their beauty. They must be 
watered carefully when indoors, for 
While they do not like drought, a sod- 
denedsoil, badly drained, quickly affeots 
their foliage, says an exchange. 

Note* From The Farm Journal. 

All root and fruit pits should have 
good drainage provided, if they are not 
on a naturally drained site. 

In burning all weeds, trimmings and 
other rubbish in and around the berry 
patoh, many insects and fungi are hap¬ 
pily disposed of. 

A mulch of manure on the raspberry 
patch is good for next season’s crop, bnt 
it should not be so heavy near the plants 
as to furnish a harbor for field mice, be¬ 
neath which they can dig down and eat 
the roots. 

Currants, raspberries and blackberries 
may well be planted in the fall. The 
reason for this is that small fruits usu¬ 
ally start to grow very early in the 
spring before it is possible to set them 
out.

A PEACH TROUBLE. 

“Little Peach” I* It* Name—It Ap¬ 
pears to Be Similar-to “Yellows;” 

Soma concern has beep manifested by 
peaoh grovyera of late; on account of the 
disease called “littlepeach,” which has 
been reported from a number of orchards 
in Miohigan. Some growers also call it 
“rosette” and others “a form of yel- 
Iowb. ” The horticulturist of the Michi¬ 
gan station, treating of this trouble in 
a recent bulletin, states that the trees 
have, in general, an unhealthy appear¬ 
ance. The new growths are short and 
spindling, the leaves are small, yellow¬ 
ish green and "inolined to roll, and, 
when about an inch in diameter, the 
growth of the fruit stops. Instead of be¬ 
ing premature as in the case of the yel¬ 
lows, the fruit, if it ripens at all, is 
muoh later. It shows no red spots and 
streaks and seldom reaches one-half its 
full size. 

About midsummer the trees will send 
out numerous shoots from the main 
branohes. As a rule they are Ehort, but 
if the trees are young and growing in 
good ,„-soil, they may make a growth of 
several feet, forming what are common¬ 
ly called “water sprouts. ” The bark on 
the growths two or three years old will 
be found dry and cracked, the cambium 
(or new ring of wood) very thin and 
the older wood dry and discolored be¬ 
yond the normal. After a year or two, 
young and vigorous trees seem to re¬ 
cover, but the oid and especially the 
neglected trees gradually succumb to 
the -disease, although they generally 
live for several years. 

The authority mentioned further says: 
While it is not considered certain that 
the disease is contagious, such may be 
the case, and, especially if the trees are 
old and the wood seems to be badly in¬ 
jured, id will certainly be advisable 
from an economical standpoint, as well 
as safest, so far as the other trees are 
concerned, to immediately destroy them. 

In some instances the disease has been 
observed upon young trees, and even on 
older ones, when the trouble seemed 
confined to portions along the middle of 
the branches, and when cut back below 
the injured portions new and healthy 
growths were made. Unless the soil is 
fertile, it should be enriched with a lib¬ 
eral supply of wood ashes. Stable ma¬ 
nure would'be desirable to start anew 
growth, and a small amount may be 
used to advantage, but an excess should 
be avoided, as it will produce a soft 
watery growth that will be injured by 
the winter. 

While some specific disease may be 
the cause of the trouble, in most cases 
it has every appearance of the effect of 
cold upon the unripe wood. In one case 
young trees were growing in a cornfield. 
After cultivation ceased the growth of 
the corn drew upon the moistnre and 
plant food in the soil, causing the trees 
to ripen prematurely, and when the 
corn was cut a second growth could 
readily be started by the fall rains, and 
this would be injured by the winter. 
In other cases the wood may have been 
nnripe in the fall or it may have started 
into growth early in the spring, and a 
few degrees of frost would in either 
case produce an injury to the wood 
similar to that found in “little peach.” 
The cells being injured the sap wot^ld 
not pass through them readily, and the 
new growth would naturally be short, 
the fruit would not reach its normal 
size and water sprouts would start from 
the branches.

DISMAL PRISON LIFE. 

Realization That the Convict Brand 
Can N e ' rer Be Removed. 

“The first aspect of prison life that 
strikes one who enters within the doors 
is its cutoffness from the world outside,” 
writes Mrs. Ballington Booth in the Feb¬ 
ruary Ladies’ Home Journal. “The man 
Who has friends who ,still care, for him 
may receive a stated number of visits a ’ 
year, when for a few minutes he talks 
with wife or mother or friend in the 
guardroom, and he is allowed to write one 
letter a month and to receive letters twice 
a Week. To him there is therefore still 
this little bridge between his cell and the 
world from which he . has been banished. 
To many, however, there does not exist 
this link—no friends have they to call on 
them, and the deliverer of letters passes 
their cells every week for years without 
stopping to hand a message through the 
bars to them. Stern discipline, loneliness, 
long hours of work, a narrow little cell 
with just room enough for a stool and a 
bed, with a thick, barred door through 
which the light falls flanked with shadows 
ns a constant reminder of confinement— 
these in part make up prison life. The 
felon of wealth and the poor prisoner from 
the slums may march next each other in 
the look step and occupy adjacent oells on 
the gallery, for to all intents and purposes 
they are alike now. The striped dress, close 
cropped hair, the utter stripping off of 
all comforts, have a leveling influence. 

“The awfulness of prison life lies in the 
memories of the past—the dismal contrast 
between home and prison cell, the long¬ 
ing for loved ones whose hearts are aching 
away out of reach, the knowledge that the 
wretched companionship of misery must 
be theirs in the weary round of prison toil 
from morning till night for the long years 
ahead, which, seem interminable. Above 
and beyond all this prisoners have the 
bitter realization of the brand that has 
fallen upon them, never to he removed- 
convicts—that they are degraded before 
the public and will bo looked upon forever
